Plans  have  been  announced  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  library  at  the  medical  college  of  georgia.  some 
$671,000  has  been  allocated  for  the  project  by  the  board 
of  Regents  of  the  state  University  System.  Ground  is  ex- 
pected TO  BE  BROKEN  THIS  FALL,  WITH  COMPLETION  OF  THE  FAC- 
ility about  twelve  months  later. 

Engaged  to  serve  as  special  consultant  in  drawing  spec- 
ifications  IS  THE   NOTED  PLANNER  M.  VAN  BUREN,  WHOSE  FEE 

will  be  paid  through  a  special  grant  by  the  medical  college 
of  Georgia  Foundation. 

The  new  library  will  be  located  adjacent  to  the  Admin- 
istration Building,   paralleling  Gwinnett  Street,  at  the

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it  will  have  stacks  for  the  filing  of  from  100,000  to 
125,000  volumes  and  will  include  space  for  more  than  a 
thousand  periodicals,  including  all  major  domestic  and 
foreign  journals. 

The  new  structure,  with  its  approximate  30,000  square 
feet  of  floor  space,  will  be  able  to  accommodate  about 
300  people  in  its  conference  and  reading  rooms.  „.  a  vast

Each  Trustee  had  a  draft  of  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  february  5,  1961,  and  drafts  of  changes  in  the 
minutes  as  proposed  by  dr.  pund.  the  changes  were  dis- 
cussed and  approved.  revision  of  the  minutes  of  the  feb- 
ruary meeting  was  authorized  so  as  to  conform  with  the 
actions  of  the  meeting  as  reviewed  by  dr.  pund.  the  re- 
vised and  corrected  minutes  are  then  to  be  entered  by  mr.

Dr.  Bell  read  a  letter  from  Dr.  Peacock  with  refer- 
ence  TO  A   REQUEST   FOR  $200.00  FROM  DR.

who  asked  the  foundation  to  support  travel  expenses  for 
a  surgery  res  ident  plann 1 ng  to  attend  a  meeting.  dr.  metts 
moved  that  it  be  a  policy  of  the  foundation  not  to  pay  ex- 
penses for  residents  simply  to  attend  a  meeting,  unless 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  president  of  the  medical  college 
of  Georgia.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Peacock.  Dr. 
Metts  then  withdrew  his  motion  when  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Foundation  were  reviewed  by  Dr.  Pund,  wherein  this  poli- 
cy is  so  stated.

00,  and  the 
purpose  of  the  assistance  asked  was  for  dr.  talledo  to 
visit  Western  Reserve  University  School  of  Medicine  to 
learn  certain  research  techniques.  dr.  o'rear  approved 
of  this,  but  suggested  that  the  amount  be  reduced  to 
$300.00.  The  requests  of  Drs.  Fair  and  Zuspan  were  dis- 
cussed, AND  IT  WAS  THEN  MOVED  BY  DR.  METTS  THAT  THE  BOARD 

of  Trustees  grant  $300.00  each  to  Drs.  Finneyand  Talledo. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.  Peacock  and  carried  by  u- 
nanimous  vote. 

DR.  OtREAR  THEN  GAVE  A  REPORT  ON  THE  USE  OF  THE  PRESI- 
DENT'S Discretionary  Fund.  This  was  discussed  and  accept- 
ed AS  INFORMATION.  A  SUM  OF  $1,000.00  HAD  BEEN  PROVIDED 
FOR  THIS  FUND  AT  THE  FEBRUARY  5TH  MEETING  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 
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Mr.  Hites  reviewed  the  duties  which  Mrs.  Elnora  Hair 
performs  for  the  foundation.  he  reported  that  she  assum- 
ed the  duties  of  accountant  for  the  foundation  on  may  1, 
1961.  he  requested  an  increase  in  her  annual  salary  from 
$3,  600„  00  to  $4,  000.  00,  retroactive  to  May  1,  1961.  Dr. 
Whitehead  moved  that  the  request  be  granted.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  dr.  metts  and  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Hites  requested  authority  to  purchase  an  electric 
adding  machine  for  use  in  the  foundation  office.  he  stated 
that  the  cost  was  estimated  at  $171.00,  but  asked  for  a 
little  leeway  in  this  price.  dr.  whitehead  moved  that  the 
purchase  request  be  granted.  dr.  metts  seconded  the  mo- 
tion, and  it  was  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.  OtRear  brought  up  the  matter  of  funds  to  cover 
honorarium  payments  for  visiting  lecturers.  after  discus- 
sion, it  was  decided  that  such  requests  should  be  submitted 
individually  to  the  board  of  trustees  on  the  recommenda- 
TION OF  DR.  OtRear. 

the  publication  of  the  foundation  news  was  discussed, 
it  was  suggested  that  this  should  be  financed  jointly  by 
the  Foundation  and  Alumni  Association.  It  was  also  sug- 
gested   THAT    THE  NAME  OF  THE  PUBLICATION  BE  CHANGED  TO 

"Foundation  and  Alumni  News"  with  expenses  to  be  shared 
equally  by  the  foundation  andthealumni  association.  this 
isto  be  proposedat  the  alumn i  association  meeting  on  may 

8,  1961. 

Drs.  Bell  and  Metts  brought  up  the  matter  of  the  need 
for  all  Board  members  to  do  a  little  "missionary  work" 
with  regard  to  contributions  for  the  foundation,  and  that 
the  Foundation  should  aim  to  get  $50.00  to  $100.00  dona- 
tions PER  YEAR  PER  MEMBER.     MR.   HlTES  IS  TO  TALK  WITH  THE 

President  of  the  Alumni  Association  about  having  officers 
elected  in  each  class  to  solicit  funds.  each  board  mem- 
ber was  urged  to  contact  his  classmates  for  contributions. 

Dr.  CVRear  reported  that  the  College  was  to  be  present- 
ed a  check  from  the  American  Medical  Education  Foundation 
in  the  amount  of  some  $7,  400.  00.  he  stated  that  he  would 
ask  that  the  check  be  redrawn,  payable  to  the  medical 
College  of  Georgia  Foundation. 
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Dr.  O'Rear  then  gave  a  report  on  the  progress  thus  far 
made  on  plans  for  the  new  medical  college  library  and 
DISCUSSED  the  role  of  a  library  consultant  in  helping  to 
formulate  final  plans  before  construction  is  initiated. 
Trustees  had  approved,  prior  to  this  meeting,  an  expendi- 
ture OF  $5,  000.  00  TO  COVER  THE  COST  OF  THE  CONSULTANT,  AND

The  Medical  College  of  Georgia  Foundation  has  just 
completed  a  very  successful  year. 

During  the  Foundation's  1960-1961  fiscal  year,  extend- 
ing from  May  1  to  April  30,  memberships  increased  by  20 
per  cent  over  the  previous  year,  with  a  current  paid-up 
roster  of  456  members.  memberships  established  at  the 
minimum  fee  of  $10  showed  an  increase,  while  the  number 
of  contributions  above  $50.00  has  shown  a  sharp  decline. 
Thus,  receipts  did  not  increase  in  the  same  proportion  as 

MEMBERS. 

During  the  fiscal  year,  the  Foundation  received  total 
support  from  alumni,  faculty  members  and  other  sources 
in  the  amount  of  $29,  414.  07.  (see  financial  report, page  22.) 
Of  the  total,  $10,545.00  was  received  in  membership  fees, 
AND  $1  1 ,  898.  50  WAS  received  in  earmarked  contributions, 

INCLUDING  SUPPORT   FROM   PHARMACEUTICAL  FIRMS    FOR  SPECIAL 

purposes.  Investments  and  interest  provided  $719.41  in 
income,  and  participants  in  post  graduate  short  courses 
paid  $6,  251.  16  into  the  foundation. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Foundation  placed  special  em- 
phasis ON  A  PROGRAM  AIMED  AT  MAINTAIN  I NG  CLOSE  LIAISON  WITH 

the  Alumni  Association.  A  large  measure  of  success  was 
evident  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  college's  alumni  in 
Atlanta  during  May,  when  strong  support  for  Foundation 
activities  was  approved  by  alumni  association  members. 
The  Association  also  approved  a  proposal  to  share  certain 
responsibilities  with  the  foundation  and  voted  to  utilize 
the  Foundation  News  (official  publication  of  the  Founda- 
tion) FOR  THE  DISTRIBUTION  OF  ALUMNI  NEWS.  SUCH  NEWS  AP- 
pears elsewhere  in  this  issue.  it  was  agreed  that  the 
Foundation  News  should  be  published  three  or  four  times 
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ANNUALLY,  WITH  COSTS  TO  BE  SHARED  EQUALLY  BY  THE  TWO  OR- 
GANIZATIONS. The  Secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association  has 

BEEN  INSTRUCTED  TO  ASSIST  IN  THE  GATHERING  AND  PREPARATION 
OF  NEWS  AND  ARTICLES  FOR  FUTURE  EDITIONS  OF  THIS  PUBLICA- 
TION. Alumni  are  invited  to  submit  items  for  future  issues 
of  this  publication.  they  should  be  addressed  to:  miss 
Mary  Hallinan,  Alumni  Secretary,  Medical  College  of 
Georgia.

ident, HAVE  PLEDGED  SPECIAL  EFFORTS  TO  MORE  FULLY  SUPPLE- 
ment the  needs  of  the  college.  there  are  hopes  that  the 
Foundation  ultimately  can  support  college  activities  with 
interest  and  dividends,  allowing  invested  capital  to  earn 
continued  dividends.

1.  The  Foundation  serves  a  useful  purpose  in  under- 
writing FIVE  POSTGRADUATE  COURSES  PER  YEAR  AND  EACH  YEAR 

these  have  proved  successful.  last  year,  this  required  an 
out-lay  of  $1,  265.94  which  not  only  was  recovered  by  fees, 
but  also  netted  a  small  profit  now  earmarked  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  speakers  for  an  alumni— day  feature  which 
it  is  hoped  can  be  inaugurated  as  an  annual  event. 

2.  Drs.  Perry  Volpitto  and  Robert  Smith  of  the  De- 
partment of  Anesthesia  have  been  writing  a  book  on  Anes- 
thesia. Both  are  authorities  on  the  subject,  but  because 
of  a  busy  and  confining  schedule  were  unable  to  abstract 
the  necessary  literature  for  this  purpose  and  the  founda- 
tion gladly  approved  support  for  this  project.  the  renown 
of  the  school  is  largely  dependent  upon  our  faculty  and 
the  small  sum  of  $431.  25  could  bring  rich  returns. 

3.  One  of  the  young  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  De- 
partment of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology  was  desirous  of 
studying  methods  of  research  at  another  institution.  a 
course  which  was  only  obtainable  at  one  of  the  large  re- 
search institutions  offered  him  the  opportunity.  another 
promising  resident  in  ophthalmology  was  given  a  scholar- 
ship to  attend  a  needed  course  in  the  pathology  of  the  eye. 
Such  a  course  is  essential  for  board  certification  and 
there  are  few  places  where  this  instruction  is  obtainable. 
Such  emoluments  granted  by  the  Foundation  enable  our 
school  to  attract  the  kind  of  faculty  we  desire.  thus, 
$600.00  was  invested  by  the  foundation  in  doctors  talledo 
and  Finney  respectively  for  the  future  of  the  school. 

4.  Extraordinary  expenses  to  the  President  of  the  Med- 
ical College  are  NOT  PROVIDED  BY  THE  BUDGET.  IT  IS  FREQUENT- 
LY NECESSARY  FOR  THE  PRESIDENT  TO  ENTERTAIN  VISITING  CELE- 
BRITIES AND  CANDIDATES  FOR  APPOINTMENT  TO  THE  FACULTY.  HE 
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IS  ALSO  CALLED  UPON  FREQUENTLY  TO  MAKE  EMERGENCY  LOANS 
TO  STUDENTS  WHO  ARE  IN  STRAITS  AND  ON  OCCASION  TO  THE  PER- 
SONNEL. Several  years  ago  Dr.  Kelly  established  a  pres- 
ident's Discretionary  Fund  for  this  purpose  and  solicited 
various  alumni  as  needed.  i,  as  president,  requested  the 
Alumni  Society  to  underwrite  this  fund.  The  Trustees  con- 
sidered THIS  ACTIVITY  WITHIN  THE  REALM  OF  THE  FOUNDATION 
AND  IN  ORDER  TO  REDUCE  THE  NUMBER  OF  SOLICITATIONS  SUGGEST- 
ED THAT  THIS  BECOME  A  FUNCTION  OF  THE  FOUNDATION.  A  GRANT 
OF  $  1  ,  000.  00  A  YEAR  WAS  THEREFORE  MADE. 

5.  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  loan-funds  for  students 
under  the  control  of  the  college  were  virtually  exhausted. 
The  Trustees  inaugurated  a  revolving  Foundation  Loan 
Fund  of  $1 ,  000.  00. 

In  addition  to  the  support  rendered  the  College,  the 
Foundation  ended  the  year  with  sufficient  funds  to  increase 
the  endowment  by  investing  a  slight  excess  of  $5,000.00. 
While  expenditures  were  not  monetarily  large,  they  have 
been  of  enormous  value  in  contributing  to  the  morale  and 
esprit  of  the  faculty,  and  in  providing  supplements  to  the 

BUDGET. 

a  new  project  has  been  inaugurated  at  the  request  of 
Dr.  Curtis  Carter,  Professor  of  Medicine,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  President  O'Rear.  Dr.  Carter  wishes  to  engage 
in  a  research  project  of  pulmonary  function  in  various  dis- 
eases of  the  chest.  the  services  of  dr.  lois  ellison  were 
available.  dr.  ellison  is  a  clinical  physiologist  who  re- 
ceived training  under  dr.  hamilton,,  as  the  wife  of  a  fac- 
ulty member,  she  cannot  receive  compensation  from  the 
State  appropriation  and  her  salary  must  be  derived  from 
grants.  Therefore,  the  Trustees  have  approved  a  supple- 
ment TO  HER  OF  $100  PER  MONTH. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Trustees  that  the  alumni  will  con- 
tinue TO  SUPPORT  THE  FOUNDATION.    IT  IS  INTERESTING  TO  NOTE 

that  in  comparison  with  all  medical  schools,  the  medical 
College  of  Georgia  has  moved  within  the  past  three  years 
from  seventh  to  twentieth  from  the  bottom  in  the  amount 
of  support  from  alumni.  let  us  hope  that  in  the  next  few 
years,  this  progress  can  be  reckoned  in  relation  to  the  top.
